The capture of the Competitor by Capt. 
Butron of the Spanish gunboat Mesagara 
on April 25, 1896, was one of the most im- 
portant events of the Cuban revolution. A 
great cargo of ammunition was found 
aboard the schooner, and the men who were 
unloading her had already landed a con- 
siderable part of the war material. 

When the capture was made the ship and 
the men aboard of her wer: taken to Ha- 
vana. The five prisoners were tried by a 
courtmartial and sentenced to death, and 
would have been hanged had It not been for 
the most prompt action by the Govern- 
ment of the United States..After negotia- 
tions with the Ministry at Madrid the 
American Government secured a new trial 
for the prisoners, 

To the people of the United States the 
most Interesting prisoner in the batch of 
five is Ona Melton, a youne Kansan with- 
out a drop of Cuban or Spanish blood in his 
veins, He ‘had gone south and had worked 
as a reporter on several newspapers.

His wife and chil- 
dren live tn Key West. 

William Kinlea, another one of the pris- 
oners, is an Englishman who -lived several 
years in Philadelphia, but was never nat- 
uralized as an American. He is a sailor. 

Theodore Maza is a native Spaniard, who 
came to Cuba when a lad and who joined 
the insurgents shortly after the otttbreak 
of the present rebellion. He left the fleld 
to take part in filibustering expeditions. 

The other prisoner is [Elias Bedia, a 
native Havanese. He is a physician and 
has lived in Key West since he was a boy. 

It is understood here that the release of 
the Competitor crew at this time is a sop 
thrown to Congress by Sagasta, and that 
he has been led to this action by the hope 
that it will soften the sentiment in this 
country against Spain and may tend to 
make Congress more conservative and less 
liable to pass’ resolutions according 
belligerent rights to the Cuban insurgent.

The Strange Career of a Man Who, for 
Fifteen Years, Was Regarded 
as a Paragon in a Kan- 
"sas Town,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.—The gul- 
cide at Olathe, Kan., of J. F’. Herman, edi- 
tor and lawyer, Sunday-school superintend- 
ent and poker player, church member and 
swindler, forms a story of deception, double 
dealing and fraud as well defined in its 
features as the dual existence of Dr, Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde. 

Fifteen years ago John F. Herman came 
to Olathe from Carlisle, Pa., at the age of 
24. He was a young attorney of g00d fam- 
ily. Though he was a cripple and walked 
with a cane, ho was handsome, He at once 
came into favor with the best people of the 
town. He dressed well, always wore a silk 
hat, and, in fact, in society, he was in- 
Stalled as a leader. No ball was complete, 
no reception a success, no function worth 
while, unless he attended. He was much 
sought after and he went everywhere, But 
it was not in society alone that Mr. Her- 
man was received with favor. He joined 


the church soon after coming here. The 
newcomer had been'a Lutheran at his’ home 
in Pennsylvania. Here he affiliated with 
the Congregationalisis and became a mem- 
er of the church of ex-Gov. John P. St. 
ohn and Maj. I. O. Pickering. His fidelity 
to the cause of the church was noticeable, 
though it was not displayed with ostenta- 
tious sanctimony. ° 

Only two or three years after the Penn- 
Sylvanian arrived in Olathe, he was chosen 
Superintendent of the Sunday-schoo]l of the 
Congregational Church. He was elected and 
re-elected until he had held the position for 
six or eight years. The school thrived and 
interest in it increased. It was generally 
acknowledged among the church members 
that Herman was an excellent man for the 
place. He was constant in his attendance 
and he Jed the services with a religious 
fervor that ‘was often remarked, The chil- 
dren liked the superintendent and the latter 
seemed to love the pupils of his school. 
There were about 850 members of the Con- 

regational Church at Olathe, and 300 ¢hil- 
ren attended Sunday-school there. Every 
Sunday for at least six years Mr. Herman 
appeared before these little ones as their 
leader. 

Harry D. Smith was minister of the 
Christian Church of Olathe eleven years 
ago. ‘He came from Kansas City, where his 
parents live, and, being a single man, he 
went to room with John F. Herman, super- 
intendent of the Congregational Sunday- 
school, with whom he became acquainted. 
The two had a room above a store on one 
of the principal business streets before 
Herman gained possession of a house of his 
own and went there to live. While living 
alone in his home the lawyer became seri- 
ously sick. He was carefuuly nursed ‘by 
Miss Kate Seallon, a teacher in the deaf 
and dumb institute, with whom he was in 
love, and they were married before Her- 
man was well enough to leave his room, 
That was ten years ago, and it was consid- 
ered a romantic marriage at the time. 

In business, also, the man _ from the 
Quaker State came prominently before the 
people. He was Justice of the Peace, an 
applicant for the postmastership during 
Cleveland’s second adniinistration, a de- 
feated candidate by 37 votes in 5,000 last 
fall for the office of County Attorney on the 
Democratic-Populist ticket. He secured 
the Olathe Weekly Herald and used it asa 
cudgel with which to castigate his political 
enemies.

He Was Known the Whole World Over as the. Pastor of the 


“Little Church Around the Corner.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NBW YORK, Nov. 18.—Rev. Dr. George 
H. Houghton is dead. The summons came 
suddenly last evening, after a short illness, 
of pneumonia, Dr. Houghton was 77. 

For forty-seven years he was Known as 
pastor of the Little Church Around the 
Corner. A generation ago Joseph Holland, 
an English actor and the father of Joseph 
and E. M. Holland, died in this city and Jo- 
seph Jefferson took charge of the funeral 
arrangements. He went to a prominent 
church and asked the pastor to corMduct the 
services. The minister said: “I can’t have 
an actor’s funeral in my church. My con- 


gregation would not like it. But there is a 
little church around the corner where they 
do such things.” 

Mr. Jefferson said: ‘‘God bless the little 
church around the corner.” 

‘Mr. (Holland’s funeral services were held 
there. From the same church, mourners fol- 
lowed to the grave Lester Wallack, Dion 
Boucicault, Edwin Booth, Harry Montague, 
James Lewis and many others. 

He was born in Deerfield, Mass., in 1820, 
and after graduation at the New York Unit- 
versity studied theology. In 1848 he or-

BLACKMAILING CONSPIRACY. 


Hawley and His Gang Have a Long 
Record in Europe and America in 
Card Sharking, Badger Games 
and Scoundrelism. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—“Big’”’ Hawley is 
on trial here for attempting to blackmail 
a Schermerhorn. This is an act tanta- 
mount to an assault on all the ultra ex- 
clusive of New York, because the Scher- 
merhorns have led the dances since Hol- 
land lads and lassies first tripped to the 
music of old Peter Stuyvesant’s fiddle, 
away back yonder in the days of New 
Amsterdam. 

Independent of this feature of the social 
side of the trial it is remarkable because 
of the daring of “Big’’ Hawley and his 
gang. There are many who stand high 
in social circles in this city who will be 
nervous until this trial is over, for Hawley 
has grown ugly, and declares he will drag 
before the public men who have paid him 
for keeping their secrets. 

Those who have skeletons which the 
swindler might thus expose, however, take 
comfort in the fact that there is said to 
be little or no chance that he will be able 


to rake in any irrelevant testimony. He 
is threatening to do so in the hope that he 
| will thus force some of the influential 
men among his many victims to help him 
‘to get out of this case. 

Hawley is William Carroll Woodward, 
alias James Ward, alias ‘“‘Big’’ Hawley, 
alias Hon, Lionel Musgrave. e has a lot 
of other aliases, but it.:is under these names 
that he is best known to the police and to 
the victims of the many darirg and profit- 
able swindles he has perpetraced. His lat- 
est intended victim is 8S. ’, Bridgeman, 
son-in-law of William C, Schermerhorn, @ 
millionaire. Last April Bridgeman was 
served with papers tn a suit brought ageinee 
him by a man calling himself James Ward, 
who demanded $100, from Bridgeman for 
alienating the affections of his wife, Eu- 
gentia Ward. James Ward was one of the 
aliases of Woodward, while Eugenia Ward 
was Woodward's old pal, ‘““English Jennie. 
John Walsh, an ex-convict, who had long 
been associated with Woodward, however, 
figured as “James Ward,’ the injured hus- 
band. After serving the papers in the alien- 
ation suit, and writing some letters, in which 
he talk about settling the case, James 
lL. Brown, an alleged lawyer, drew up a pe- 
tition for divorce, brought by James Ward 
against his wife, Eugenia, naming Bridger 
man as co-respondent, 


The beginning of the divorce proceedings 

was simply another step in the blackmail 
conspiracy. 
' Letters to Mr. Bridgeman suggesting a 
settlement of the case continued, and in 
them he was warned against the danger of 
publicity. Lawyer Brown gave the tip to 
a ri patel 5 and an attempt to frighten 
Bridgeman followed... The young writer saw 
he had been duped and left his story with 
Bridgeman instead of printing it. More 
letters threatening exposure were received 
and offers to compromise were numerous. 

When these did not make Bridgeman part 
with his money the conspirators, according 
to the District Attorney, took another step. 
Woodward appeared at the office of Law- 
yer Halligan and introduced a woman as} 
Mrs. Eugenia Ward. Halligan knew Wood- 
ward as a crook, having defended him in a 
previous ¢ase. 

The woman told Halligan that her hus- 
band, James Ward, had obtained a divorce 
by default, in a suit in which he alleged 
that Bridgeman was the co-respondent. 
She said that she wanted the default 
opened and. the divorce case tried. Hal- 
ligan’s investigations proved that Ward had 
never secured a divorce. He communicated 
with Bridgeman and was one of the im- 
portant witnesses before the Grand-jury. 

Woodward, Walsh and “English Jennie’ 
were indicted, Brown, the alleged lawyer, 
disappeared. Woodward was arrested in 
Boston, Walsh succeeded in getting ball. He 
will be tried later. 


To tell the gtory of the life and crimes 
of Woodward with any completeness would 
require a search of the criminal records 
of two continents. 

He Was born in Memphis, Tenn., about 
forty years ago, of a highly respected fam- 

ily. His father was a county trustee, a 
man of most expensive habits, and was 
finally charged with embezzlement. His 
father returned after a long exile in Mexico, 
Was acquitted on a technicality and then 
died. The mother died of a broken heart. 

Woodward behaved himself until he at- 
tained his majority, but then developed 
tastes like those which had ruined his 
father. He soon afterwards was arrested 
for passing counterfeit gold coin. He es- 
eaped by jumping from a moving train, 
made his way to New York and was soon 
taken up as a protege of Parmelee Jones, 
“The Green Goods King.” 

In addition to working the green goods 
game, Woodward became an expert cheat 
at cards. He was able to meet and fleece 
many men in the New York clubs and on 
transatlantic steamships. A dozen stories 
have been printed of prominent New York- 
ers whom he has cheated in this way. 
Woodward's career in this city continued, 
but he was lucky enough never to get long 
eéntenhces of imprisonment. He had mar- 
ried a respectable and wealthy woman with 
three children, and her money, together 
with what he secured through his swin- 
dling operations, enabled him to be a high- 
roller. 

Matters got so bad In 18%, however, that 
Woodward, with Frank Tarbo, had to skfp 
the country. On the way over he tried to 
swindle George Gould and other wealthy 
passengers on the steamship Paris at a 
card game, but was caught and exposed. 

It was in London that Woodward blos- 
somed out as the Hon. Lionel Musgrave, 
He took a fine house with Frank Tarbo in 
Stanhope Garden, fn the fashionable Ken- 
sington quarter, drove fine haesses and soon 
established a wide haps vaintance —s 
clubmen. He entertained young meno e 
Scatomnbibe set and their women lavishly. 
The attention of the police was soon fixed 
on the place. The crash came when a 
young man who was thrown down the front 
steps of the house, badly injured, confessed 
that he was the son of a very wealthy Lon- 
don merchant, that he had lost over $300,000 
in card games to Woodward and Tarbo 
within a week and that when he had finally 
become convinced that he was being cheated 
and protested he was attacked, cut with 
two old swords and thrown out. 

Woodward and Tarbo were arrested, but 

released on bail and fled to op-

McIntyre was convicted of using the 
United States mails to operate a debenture 
bond business—a sort of lottery scheme— 
which 1s alleged to have been incorporated 
under the laws of the State of Iowa, by 
which he succeeded tn defrauding a large 
number of people throughout neighboring 
States. 
This, perchance, ends the career of one 
of the most remarkable men of the West. 
He is past @ years of age, grizzled and 
wrinkled, and hie conviction and sentence 
fall upon him with crushing force. Until 
now, despite a. checkered career, he has 
—lived among the respected and respectable, 
sustaining touch with some of the most 
prominent people of the country. 
During the past year or more he has lived 
at No. 210 Fifty-fifth street, and is the 
father of three cultured and interesting 
daughters, who have spent the most of life 
in the midst of luxury.

2 is high time,” said Dr. Jordan, “that 
the authorities were taking cognizance of 
how the city’s prisoners fare, for [ do not 
believe there is another prison in this coun- 
try where human beings are subjected to 
euch horrible sanitary d dilatory treat- 
ment as in the St. Louis jail. The grani- 
toid floor in the arena is kept clean enough, 
but the cells reek with filth and vermin. 
There is not a cell in the place that I 
have not éntered many times, and I have 
yet to find one that is not ‘nfested. 

“This tumigation will be of temporary 
benefit only, unless the clothing of the 
prisoners get similar treatment and they 
@re made to bathe, and the rule is ap- 

lied to all persons who are hereafter put 
n the prison. At least one out of every 
three prisoners has vermin on him before 
he is locked up. 

“Prisoners should 
@t least once ii week. The very ‘dea of a 
jail with 400 prisoners in it and not a bath- 

disgusting Prisoners are kept 
there for months. and months wearing the 
Same clothes until they ‘fall off of them, 
unless some friend brings them a change. 
Such a place is a parad se for vermin. The 
condition of the jail cannot be exagger- 
ated. 

“The way the prisoners are fed is more 
fnhuman than the external ebominations 
they have to submit tao. The food és fur- 
nished by contract, and it is the roughest 
and cheapest to be had, even if it was 
There are 
two cooks for from 300 to 400 persons, and 
they have facilities to cook for only fifty. 
(Breakfast is served at 7 o'clock. If the 
cooks have a- late start and the food is 
not done, it is served anyhow, and more 
Prisoners get half cooked food than cooked, 
_ Dinner is served promptly at 12 o'clock. 
Then the prisoners are given meat, a little 
piece that does not make ‘half a dozen 
mouthfuls for a person with an ordinary 
appetite. Oniy two meals are served a 
day, and it is nineteen hours between din- 
ner and breakfast. There is rarely a change 
of diet, and why the prisoners do not have 
scurvy I can't unless it is because 
their friends send or bring them something 
to eat. 

“The city has paid for printing these and 
many more horr:ble details of affairs in the 
Jail for years, as set forth in my annual 
Se fms yet no remedy has ever been ap- 
plied, sca@rceiy an effort at reform. 

Not only professional duty but a sense 
of humanity impelled me to call attention 
to them, for the jail ts the foulest blot on

Texas Race Horse Man Assaulted by 
‘Highwaymen and Pounded

Andrew M. Halford, a race horse man, is 
After being released 
from jail Wednesday after a confinement 
of fifteen months, he was brutally assaulted 
by three unknown footpads almost within 
sight of the Four Courts. The robbers were 
evidently men who knew that Halford had 
some money coming to him from the Sher- 
iff’s office and who expected he would have 
it in his possession when he was released. 

Halford was arrested in September, 1896, 
on complaint of a son of Eugene Leizh, 
then racing at the Fair Grounds, who ac- 
cused him of stealing $162 from him. He 
was indicted on a charge of grand larceny 
and tried three times during the year, each 
time resulting in a hung jury. After the 
th rd mietrial the Circuit Attorney entered 
a nolle prossequl. 

The $162 which Halford was accuse@ of 
stealing, and which was found upon him 
when arrested, is still in the possession of 
the Sheriff. In his anxiety to secure his 
freedom, Halford neglected to call for this 
money when released from jail. 

He went down town late yesterday after- 
roon to seé several friends. On his return 
to Bothman’s Hotel, opposite the Four 
Courts, at dusk, he was waylaid by two 
footpads, who assaulted h'm at Tenth apd 
Walnut streets, and brutally beat him. 

Halford was not only beaten into insen- 
sibility, but nearly all h‘s ciothing was 
stripped from him in a search for the 
money which it was supposed he had in 
: The robbers secured onlv 
their victim bruised and 
sidewalk, where he fell

IN THE ‘CASE OF A CONTEST 
THEY ARE PUBLIC 
RECORDS. 


COMMISSIONERS MISTAKEN. 


Result of the Kelly-Robertson Contest 
Shows That the Australian Ballot 
System Is Not Secret, as 
Was Supposed.

Last fall, just before the election, some 
uneasiness was felt by men working for 
others with whom they differed politically, 
lest théir employers might discover after 
the election how they voted, and discharge 
them. , 

The Election Commiss'‘oners were consult- 
ed, and said that the Australian ballot sys- 
tem made this impossible. 

Wednesday afternoon Election Commis- 
sioner George W.:‘Jones called at the Circuit 
Clerk’s office with a large paper parcel 
which he delivered to Chief Clerk Jeffrey, 
who gave him a receipt for it. 

The parcel contained the returns of the 
Election Commissioners tn the contested 
election of Willlam C. Kelly against George 
I’. Robertson, for member of the House 
of Delegates for the Twenty-sixth Ward. 

The return filed in th's° case settled the 
question of the secrecy of the Australian 


ballot system. 


Anyone desiring it is furnished with a 
tabulated etatement showing how every 
man in the Twenty-sixth Ward voted at the 
municipal election of April 6, 189%. 

First there are filed two bunches of sam- 
ple ballots, marked Exhibt A. B. Cc. and 
so on clear through the alphabet. These 
ballots are nicely sorted out and a glance 
at them shows just how the voter cast his 
vote. Accompanying these exhibits are pre- 
cinet lists giving the name and address of 
each voter in the precinct, with the voting 
number of hs ballot and the correspond- 
ing exhibit number.

Reference to exhibit A shows that the 
three men named voted the straight Demo- 
cratic ticket without a scratch. The list 
goes on with the same minute attention to 
detail, showing unmistakably how every 
man In the precinct voted. These lHsts and 
the sample ballots are a matter of public 
record in the Circuit Court and are acces- 
sible to anybody. who cares to see them. 
The work from a clerical standpoint is ex- 
cellently done, and does great credit to 
the efficiency of the clerical staff of the 
Kiection Commissioner's office. ‘This in- 
formation, of great value to the local poli- 
ticians, ‘s all got up at the expense of the 
State, and a contest does not cost the con- 
lestants a cent except for lawyers’ fees. 

Inc'dentally, the return in this contest 
decides in favor of Robertson. 

“No matter what may be said, our Aus- 
tralian ballot system is not secret,” said 
(hainrnan G. W. Jones of the Board of 
HMlectlon Commissioners. 

“The Commissioners, I think, are unan- 
imous in believing ‘that the law should be 
®0 amended as to make the ballot secret. 
This can only be done by amendment’ of 
the constitution, A legislative enactment 
cannot accomplish it.’’
